Women who d efy the nation's male-d ominated 
society can ex pect to be treated as “ something of 
a d irty jok e.” So claims women’s liberationist 
Gloria Steinem, writing in the new feminist 
magazine “ Ms.," which she ed its. 
“ Ms " is an abbrev iation of a nonex istent word 
pronou nced “ miz” u sed before the name of a 
female who may or may not be married bu t 
whose marital statu s is nobod y ’s bu siness and 
any way has nothing to d o with her basic v alu e as 
a hu man being.) 
“ There seems to be no pu nishment insid e the 
white male clu b that q u ite eq u als the rid icu le 
and personal v iciou sness reserv ed for women 
who rebel,” say s Ms. Steinm. 
. .Any woman 
who chooses to behav e lik e a fu ll hu man being 
shou ld be warned that the armies of the statu s 
q u o will treat her as something of a d irty jok e.” 
Now if Ms. Steinem literally means “ clu b” and 
is referring to the attempted forced sex u al in­ 
tegration of male-only facilities, she is probably 
q u ite right. Bu t if by “ clu b” she means the 
bu siness or professional world , she is q u ite 
wrong. 
There is preju d ice and d iscrimination against 


women. Bu t it has been a nu mber ot y ears since 
any thing lik e rid icu le or v iciou sness greeted the 
woman who was d etermined to su cceed in a 
m an’s world .

If proof of that is need ed , it is fou nd in abu n­ 
d ance in the obitu ary of Dr. Lilliam M. Gilbreth, 
mother of the family mad e famou s by the book 
and mov ie, “ Cheaper by the Dozen,” who d ied 
recently at the age of 9 3. 
While raising six sons and six d au ghters, Dr. 
Gilbreth earned sev eral college d egrees, became 
a brilliant ind u strial engineer and management 
consu ltant and a pioneer with her hu sband in the 
field of time and motion stu d y , continu ing with 
the bu siness after the d eath of her hu sband —all 
d u ring the post-Victorian y ears of the early part 
of the centu ry and , to repeat, all while rearing a 
d ozen child ren. 
For a fact, there’s the d ifference between Dr. 
Gilbreth and Ms. Steinem, or between many 
other su ccessfu l career women and the latter- 
d ay libbers — child ren. Or ev en a hu sband — 
that is, life partner. 
Dr. Gilbreth d id , howev er, d etest cook ing.

Nav y engineers in San Diego hav .e pu t together 
an aq u atic robot with a remotely controlled 
telev ision camera. In the word s of a certain 
commercial slogan, it’s the nex t best thing to 
being there. 
The cam era is gu id ed by the head motions of 
an abov e-water operator. Ev ery time he tu rns or 
tilts his head , the u nd erwater camera d oes the 
same, transmitting an image to a telev ision 
screen held in front of the operator by a head 
harness. The effect is startling similar to d irect 
v ision, reports New York Times Science writer 
Walter Su lliv an. 
O ther sy s te m s u nd er d ev e lopm e nt m a y 
ev entu ally prov id e 
three-d imensional v ision, 
hearing and ev en a ru d imentary sense of a 
feeling by means of manipu lators electronically 
controlled by mov ements of the operator’s hand s 
and fingers. 
The engineers look to a time when a man, 
sitting in a warm, d ry , safe env ironment, can 
“ swim” to v irtu ally u nlimited d epths, tu rning 
his head to look here and there as he performs 
su ch task s as manipu lating v alv es on oil rigs, 
collecting seabottom samples or opening hatches 
on su nk en v essels. 
Su ch “ teleoperators” wou ld be ev en more 
effectiv e than an actu al man on the scene, who 
wou ld be hampered by cu mbersome life-su pport 
eq u ipment and the emotional stresses of 
a 
hazard ou s situ ation.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - D a n ­ 
druff is ugly. It is em barrass­ 
ing for those who have it. It 
is unpleasant for those 
who 
don’t, who are around those who 
do. It is a problem . But it is sel­ 
dom talked about except in ads 
for the latest surefire dandruff- 
killer. 
No one wants to adm it he 
has dandruff. People refer to it 
euphem istically as “ excess hair- 
spray,” as “ dust,” as “ after ef­ 
fects of that rotten shampoo I’m 
not going to use any m ore.” If 
the word danaVuff is m entioned 
in polite com pany, it is whis­ 
pered. 
The dandruff-bearer in action 
is painful to watch. Surrepti­ 
tiously, when he thinks no one 
is w atching, he brushes the tiny 
white flakes off his coat collar. 
The trouble is. someone is al­ 
m ost alw ays watching—and no­ 
ticing the m aneuver. 


ALL OF THIS whispering and 
sneaking is, of course, ridicu­ 
lous. 
D andruff is 
a 
m edical 
problem at root, even thougn 
its effects m ay be both psy­ 
chological and sociological. As 
a m edical problem , it needs to 
be treated. And, unlike leprosy, 
it is neither contagious nor ir­ 
reversible. 
For those who have accepted 
the current myth that danaVuff 
com es from air pollution, forget 
it. Historically, dandruff — and 
various 
dandruff 
rem edies — 
have been 
around for centu­ 
ries. 
For years, well into the 16tn 
cen*ury in fact, dandruff was 
blam ed on the devil in some 
European countries. To fight off 
his evil spell, m ixtures of chlo­ 
rate or potash and rose w ater 
or borate of soda, essence of 
rose, and distilled w ater were 
tried. The devil won that round. 
A 
19th-century 
beauty book 
touts a do-it-yourself potion call­ 
ed “ C leopatra’s Oil” to get rid 
of the 
dastardly 
flakes. 
The 
treatm ent called for rubbing the 
hair and scalp with a m ixture 
of essence of lemon, oil of palm , 
oil of alm onds, pure beef m ar­ 
row, essence of cloves and es­ 
sence of bergam ot. 


AND IF CLOE’S contrivance 
didn t provide 
the 
cure, 
the 
sam e book suggested turning to 
Schneider’s pom ade. The pom­ 
ade consists of com pounding oil 
of bergam ot, oil of cedVate, lem ­ 
on juice, extract of quinine, tinc­ 
ture of cantharides 
and 
beef 
m arrow . All was then rubbed 
into freshly washed hair. Yum ­ 
my. 
Other dandruff rem edies that 
caught the im agination over the 
years — even if they didn’t curs 


or even control the co n d itio n - 
included mixing distilled w ater 
with vinegar and applying it to 
the 
scalp before shampooing 
Substituting raw eggs for sham ­ 
poo w as thought to work for 
som e while others swore by a 
m ixture of egg yolks, spirits of 
rosem ary and borax in a pint 
of w arm w ater. 
P articularly 
persistent 
flak­ 
ing w as considered controllable 
by com bing sesqui-carbonate of 
am m onia with spirits of rose­ 
m ary and rose w ater. This w as 
applied to the hair and then 
brushed out. 
Since dandruff is still with us 
today, it is obvious these sure­ 
fire cures did not provide sure­ 
fire results. There is, in fact, 
no known cure as yet for dan­ 
druff. But there are treatm ents 
that have varying degrees of 
success. 


SOME HAIRDRESSERS spe­ 
cialize in scalp m assages, w here 
they use oils to com bat a dry 
scalp that leads to flaking. 
And, of 
course, 
there 
are 
m any dandruff-treatm ent prod­ 
ucts on the m arket. 
There is a concern for hair 
today, probably sparked by the 


return to long, clean, shiny and 
straight hair a few years ago. 
that has pushed national spend­ 
ing on hair-care 
products 
to 
over one billion dollars a year 
(according to a Septem ber stu­ 
dy released by 
Drug 
Topics 
m agazine). 
All of the hair-care products 
m am a used to m ake at home, 
in the kitchen, are now being 
m ade by scientists in laborato­ 
ries. 


ALTHOUGH DANDRUFF was 


historically labeled an affliction 


caused by the devil, current re­ 
search 
has 
discovered 
other­ 
wise. Dandruff is really an ex­ 
cess of a norm al body condition 
—the shedding of “old” skin 
cells. 
Although this process takes 
place all over the body, it is 
most obvious on the scalp be­ 
cause of sebaceous glands that 
surround each of the hair fol­ 
licles which are connected to 
the hair shaft. The secretions of
